NEW YORK (AP) - Former 


Atty. Gen. John N. Mitchell and 
former Commerce Secretary 
Maurice H. Stans say they 
believe they will be vindicated 
when the facts behind their in- 
dictments are known. 


They were indicted Thursday 


on charges of obstruction of 
justice, conspiracy and perjury 
in connection with their roles as 
cabinet officers and leaders of 
President Nixon's re-election 
campaign. The case involves a 
secret campaign contribution 
and alleged improper govern- 
ment influence. 


Financier Robert L. Vesco, a 


fugitive, 
and 
New Jersey 


Republican leader Harry L. 
Sears, Vesco's lawyer, were 
charged in the indictments with 
conspiracy and obstruction of 
justice. 


The four will be arraigned in 


U.S. District Court here May 21. 
It later convicted of all charges, 
Mitchell and Stans would face 
maximum prison terms of up to 
50 years, Vesco and Sears, 20 
years. 


Mitchell denied any wrongdo- 


ing Thursday and said, "I am 
certain 
that 
the 
judicial 


proceedings in this case will 
fully vindicate-and confirm the 
absence of any wrongdoing." 


Stans said he was "greatly 


dismayed" by the grand jury 
action and added: "I expect that 
when all the facts are heard, 1 
will be vindicated." Sears also 
claimed innocence. 


The indictment alleges that 


Vesco, 
37, made a secret 


8200,000 cash gift to the GOP 
campaign on April 10 in an at- 
tempt to influence a Securities 
and 
Exchange 
Commission 


probe of his far-flung financial 
operations. 


The 
SEC 
filed 
a

complaint on Nov. 27, charging 
that Vesco, 20 other persons and 
a score of corporations looted 
$'124 million from Investors 
Overseas Services (IOS), four 
foreign mutual funds they con- 
trolled. 


U.S. Atty. Whitney North 


Seymour Jr., who announced 
the indictments, said there was 


nothing to implicate President 
Nixon in the alleged conspiracy. 
The President's former counsel, 
John 'W. Dean III, was men- 
tioned in the indictments. 


Mitchell, who resigned last' 


July as director of Nixon's 
reelection campaign, is alleged 
to have arranged a meeting 
between Scars and William J. 
Casey, then chairman of the 
SEC, on the day the 8200,000 
contribution from Vesco was ; 
received by Stans. 


Subsequent meetings were 


held by Sears, Casey and G. 
Bradford Cook, who succeeded 
Casey as SEC chairman. 


Mitchell was also said to have

The U.S. Senate by a substantial 


57-37 margin has approved a bill to 
allow voter registration by mail for 
federal offices. 


The measure would create a voter 


registration division within the Census 
Bureau to prepare postcard forms 
tailored to each state's registration' 
requirements. 


The Postal Service would mail out 


the cards to all households 45 days 
before the states close their registra- 
tion books prior to a primary or 
general election for Congress and the 
general ejection for the Presidency. 


Thev.vaddressee, if not previously 


registered, would fill out the card and 
mail it to the local registration office. 


The bill, now on its way to the House, 


would not affect voter registration for 
state or local offices. 


The Senate defeated the idea last 


year and a House committee declined 
to report out the same measure to its 
full membership. 


If the bill should pass muster this 


time in the House it faces an almost 
certain veto. 


The Administration voiced strong 


opposition to it last as simplifying the 
already fairly easy task of registering 
household pets, inmates confined in 
various institutions, the dwellers in 
the cemeteries, and others who can not 
present themselves in person for a 
ballot. 


Sen. Sam Ervin, chairman of the 


Judiciary Committee now engaged full 
time with the Watergate caper, argued 


vehemently but vainly to the same ef- 
fect. 


Forgetting the obvious Democratic 


inspiration 
behind the 
measure, 


simplified registration and voting has 
long been argued as a means to expand 
voter participation. 


It is low. A 60 per cent turnout is 


above average in this country and far 
beneath the scores turned out in other 
Free World nations. 


Some bleeding heart commentators 


who delight in being appalled at this or 
that state of affairs declare this apathy 
is made to order for an American 
Hitler to take'charge of the U.S. 


From time to time, compulsory vot- 


ing which accounts for some of those 
foreign box scores receives an airing. 


Fortunately, this one does not seem 


to get beyond the talk stage. 


If anyone thinks it is less important 


to go to polls annually or every other 
year 
than to make 
the weekly 


pilgrimage to the supermarket, he has 
only himself to blame if things do not 
pan out following election day.

trepidation of going to the hospital for 
a physical checkup; and through the 
years they have been relaxed to the 
point where no ene can

disenfranchiserhent because of misun- 
derstanding the system. 


Taking the drudgery out of a job is

What, though, is the drudgery in 


exercising a right in citizenship? 


There Ought To Be Way 
To Tell Junk From Art 


; The thing about modern art, or most 
of the stuff that is passed off as art, is 
that there is simply no way to judge it. 


Take the minor tragedy that befell 


sculptor John Chamberlain in Chicago 
the other day. Chamberlain is an "ab- 
stract expressionist" who fashioned 
two 300-pound, six-foot-high sculptures 
out of junk metal—twisted automobile 
bumpers, 
crumpled 
washing 


machines and the like—all welded 
together in an abstractly expres- 
sionistic manner, or expressionis- 
tically abstract manner. 


Chamberlain valued the sculptures 


at a total of $20,000-and who is to 
gainsay him? 


At any rate, it seems that one Walter 


Kelly, owner of an art gallery, made 
the mistake of taking the sculptures 
outside his warehouse to clean them 
up for a prospective buyer. 


"I had them covered with canvas but 


the \vind blew it off," said Kelly. 
"Buildings are being renovated in the 
neighborhood and a lot of junkmen are 
around hauling things away." 


Junkmen, Junk sculpture. You've 


guessed the ending. Even'the offer of a 
$1,000 reward failed to turn up the 
missing works of art. 


. The moral: Either, (a) it's too bad 
we don't have more esthetically sensi- 
tive junkmen in this country or, (b) 
sculpture ought to bear characteristics 
which even to the untutored eye set it 
apart from the general run of inven- 
tory one finds in a typical Junkyard. 


Which suggests one test of modern 


art. If a collision between an au- 
tomobile and a brick wall produces a 
result indistinguishable from some of 
the things enshrined in our museums, 
then either, (a) auto crashes are a 
great art form or, (b) junk sculpture is 
junk. 


Chimpanzees have been known to 


throw paint around and come up with 
abstract canvases that alleged experts 
could not tell were not made by human 
'hands. So far, however, no chimp has 
duplicated anything like Leonardo's 
Mona Lisa. 


Underdog Syndrome 


One of the unfortunate foreign 


policies in world politics the United 
States has never mastered is the 
adroit manner in which governments 
on the extreme left side of the poli- 
tical spectrum are able to capitalize 
on .the natural sympathy for the un- 
derdog. 
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This is one of the factors, perhaps 


a major one, which has kept such 
tyrants as Fidel Castro of Cuba in 
power so long. 


In the world arena, it is a one sided 


empathy. A few countries deplored 
the treatment accorded Nationalist 
China in the United Nations, but not' 
many. The fact that Taiwan was a 
friend of the United States may have 
hurt its cause when a communist 
giant stepped in to take its seat. 


As with Cuba, the case of Chile is a 


shoe on a different foot. The Marxist 
Allende government in Chile is capi- 
talizing, to use an un-Chilean term, 
mightily in world opinion on the 
freeze 
now 
existing 
between 


Washington and Santiago, though 
Chile was during the 1960s the largest 
recipient, on a per capita basis, of 
funds from the Alliance for Progress 
and other 
foreign 
aid 
programs 


sponsored by the. U.S. 


That the Chilean government has 


become one of the most repressive in 
Latin America and has wrecked a' 
once-prosperous economy is widely 
overlooked. Allende is the underdog 
fighting the giant, and this is what 
makes 
him 
and others like so 


dangerous on the world scene.

Robbed At Work 


Hired as floor manager in a 


department store, Phyllis asked 
where she should leave her new 
fur coat during working hours. 
Since there were no more 
lockers available, she was told 
to leave the coat in a corridor 
closet. 


A few days later, Hie coat was 


stolen from the closet. The store 
denied any responsibility for the 
loss, but Phyllis — unconvinced 
— took the matter to court. 


At the hearing, the company 


said it had never guaranteed its 
employees against theft. But it 
seems the closet had neither 
lock nor guard. Finding a lack 
of reasonable care, tlic court 
saici the company would have to 
make good the loss. 


It is common for employes to 


deposit clothing and other per- 
sonal belongings in company 
facilities while at work. 


As a rule, the company must 


provide reasonable safekeeping 
if — as in Phyllis' case — the 
employee has been instructed to 
put the article in a particular 
place. This creates a "bail- 
ment" relationship, with a legal 
duty imposed on the company as 
the "bailee." 


But (he duty is not unlimited'. 


In another case, also involving a' 
stolen coat, the clothes closet 
was within a locked enclosure to 
which only employes had ac- 
cess. A court ruled that the 
company bad made a reasona- 
ble effort to prevent theft, hence 
could not be held liable. 


Of course, some responsibility 


rests upon the employe as well. 
A tool maker who owned his own 
tools often left them overnight 
on his work bench. Right above 
the 
bench was 
a 
broken 


skylight. One night a 
thief 


climbed In through the skylight 
and decamped with the tools. 


Could the company be blamed 


for Hie loss because of Die 
broken skylight? A court said 
no, because the toolmakcr him- 
self .was aware of the danger. By 
leaving his tools in such an ac- 
cessible place, said the judge, 
he had "assumed the risk" of 
tlieir being stolen.

Nixon Syndrome 


Guides His Staff 


WASHINGTON (NBA) — 


Speaking broadly, of men in 
President Nixon's White House, 
a Republican politician says: 


"The great flaw there is that 


most of them do just as they are 
told — very efficiently. And that 
means that if the people at the 
top make a mistake, it is inevi- 
tably amplified by others down 
the line." 


The first part of that comment 


sounds almost like reverse- 
think. Are not loyalty and the 
proper carrying out of orders 
qualities to be prized in a staff 
man? 


The quoted Republican would 


say "yes and no." 


He is not proposing that a 


president or any other executive 
surround himself with men of 
questionable loyalty who will 
seek automatically to undercut 
his directives and purposes. He 
is saying there has to be room 
for intelligent skepticism, for 
men who somehow can enforce 
a pause to take another look. 
And a means of transmitting 
doubt to the top. 
' 


This politician believes that a 


good deal of Mr. Nixon's trpu-' 
ble, not simply with the Water- 
gate affair but in other realms, 
is in part the consequence of 
chogsing aides who fit precisely 
the very narrowest definition of 
loya! servant — rather than the 
Wore spacious concept 


The worst thing about this, in 


the view of my Republican 
source, is that the President's 
staff people, by and large, have 
given loyalty a kind of in- 
breeding quality by reinforcing 


, his 
weaknesses instead 
of 


seeking to compensate for them. 


White House dealings with 


Congress illustrate. The bitter 
confrontations of 1973 only 
highlight a history of bad rela- 


tions which goes back to the 
start of the Nixon era. The 
President does not. feel easy in 
human contacts with the law- 
makers. 


Increasingly, he has ignored 


them, comforting himself with 
the hardening judgment that 
generally they are inept .and 
disinclined to use their power. 
Disrespect has graded into con- 
tempt. Says my source:, 


"In this'situation;*staff people 


should move to fill the gap, to 
cultivate Congress and pffset his 
performance. Instead, they 
have behaved worst than he." 


The same damage shows in 


the President's links to the 
bureaucracy. I'asked a/man 
with steady contacts in .twn 
major agencies hovv they viewed 
the Watergate megs. Said he: 


"The ones I talk, to think it 


couldn't happen to a nicer 
bunch of guys." 


This, again, is the response of 


individuals affronted by the 
hard-treading loyalists in Mr. 
Nixon's White House. 


Every recent president has 


felt frustration at the glacial 
slowness of the bureaucracy in 
responding to his thrusts of 
policy. Scholars like Thomas 
Cronin are attending to this 
legitimate difficulty.' But none 
thinks the way to move the 
glacier 
is 
to 
invite 
the 


bureaucrats' hostility. 


Mr. Nixon's ploy of'Wding 


the agencies with ex-White 
House loyalists seems a biid 
choice. They strike bureaucrats 
not as persuasive ambassadors 
for his plans, but as rigid, en- 
forcers'. So, once more, as with 
Congress and surely the press, 
the President is aped and out- 
done — in the name of loyalty — 
When he should be countered, 
and offset, for his own good.

Joseph 
Traveler

December, 1863, and the paper 
suspended publication until his 
return in 1865.
